More Millionaires 


(San Bernardino Evening Telegram) 


Riches of Croseus and Solomon and Indian 
princes fade into insignificance beside the vast 
American fortunes upon which the spotlight 
has again been turned by income tax returns 
for 1926 just compiled by the Treasury De- 
partment. 

From the story of unparalleled private 
wealth and general prosperity ‘told by these 
returns the American people derive more sat- 
isfaction and pride than the curious and vin- 
dietive ever derived from the discarded sys- 
tem of publicity. There is food for thought in 
the tabulated returns, whereas the vicious sys- 
tem of publicity for individual returns gave 
nothing but grounds for gossip and ammuni- 
tion for political persecution. 

Where is there another nation and when 
was there another age that could produce 207 
persons with yearly incomes of from one to 
eleven million American dollars? Where is 
there another country with 4,171,051 people 
having an average income of $5,249.16 a year 
each? What other land has 430,072 corpora- 
tions supplying the needs of the consumer, em- 
ployment for labor and paying rich dividends 
to stockholders? 

If it were not generally known that the in- 
come of labor has also increased, there might 
be some cause for concern in the fact that the 
number of $1,000,000 incomes has trebled since 
1924. This country has worked from its very 
inception to maintain as wide a distribution 
of wealth as possible under the uneven appor- 
tionment of intelligence and enterprise. Any 
trend toward the concentration of wealth 
among the yery few would be viewed with 
alarm.

Cucamonga Man Will 
Face Court Trial on 
Varied Charges Now 











Andy Mazzola of Cucamonga,|! 
who was granted a new trial by 
the appellate court on a Wright 
Act charge several months ago 
following his conviction by a jury 
in Superior Judge Charles L. Al- 
lison’s court, and who later went 
into court and pleaded guilty to 
the same charge and paid a fine 
of $500, was held to answer in 
the superior court on charges of 
maintaining a nuisance, manu- 
facturing liquor and contributing: 
to the delinquency of a minor. 
The preliminary hearing was giv- 
en before Justice Al U’Ren of 
Colton. 

The latest charges against Maz- 
zola grew out of the arrest of 
Bailo Santo, 18 years old, who re- 
cently served a sentence in the 
county jail on a Wright Act 
charge. 

Santo was arrested in Cuca- 
monga and tried before a jury. 
During the course of his trial 
he stated that he was operating 
a still for Mazzola.

ANNUAL BATTLE ON' 
THE PUNCTURE VINE 


WViany Agencies Co-Operating 
To Keep Down Spread of 
Noxious Weed Through the 
South. Railroads Use Oil. 


Railroad companies, cities, 
farmers and the county have com- 
bined in a fight against the punc- 
ture vine, according to Horticnl- 
tural Commissioner John P. Coy. 
Mectings have been held in Los 
Angeles during the past month 
of all horticultural commission- 
ers in the Southland, making pre- 
parations for the annual battle. 

Railroad companies throughout 
the county are spraying their 
rights-of-way with heavy oil, 
which kills the vine, according to 
the county official. Each year the 
railways join with the county 
and the various cities com- 
bating the weed. 

Cities Are Cooperating 
The cities maintain the fight in 
the small communities under the 
direction of the county horticul- 
ture commissioner. Sprays and 
advice are given the various cit- 
ies in the county which are aid- 
ing in fighting the weed, which 


in 


destroys thousands of dollars 
worth of property each year. 
Farmers are clearing their 


fields of the weed and oiling the 


land which is not producing, Dut 
which is subject to invasion by 
the puncture vine. The aid of 


the farmers in fighting the dead- 
ly vine is one of the most essen- 
tial in the battle, Mr. Coy said. 
Weed Is Decreasing 

The county, as usual, is taking 
the lead in the fight and_ is 
spraying all county roads, aiding 
in clearing vacant ‘fields and kill- 
ing the vine in districts where it 
is impossible to secure coopera- 
tion of the residents. The coun- 
ty road department has joined 
with the horticulture commission- 
er’s office in fighting the pest. 


Bach year San Bernardino Co. 
spends thousands of dollars in 
fighting the weed, and Commis- 


\sioner Coy believes there is less 


puncture vine in the county now 
than in past years. This is due 
to the cooperative battle being 
staged in the county and the fact 
that all Southern California coun- 
ties are combating the weed.

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Fashions in Frocks for 
Daylight Dining—De- 
signers Respond to a 
New Demand. 


HB seasons are not alone in 

their influence on the mode, 

The times and changing cus- 

toms have quite as much to do 
with the type of the output of 
designers and manufacturers as 
have the weather and the activt- 
ttes co-incident with it. City life, 
eapecially in the more crowded dis- 
tricta, where apartments are the 
accepted things, has 80 changed 
that fashion is compelled to recog- 
nize the fact, and provide a mode 
that will meet the change. 

As soon as the weather reason- 
ably permits, the roofs of the city 
hotels tae on the activities of the 
summer. Many families take their 
vacations late in the season, even 
postponing them until early fall, 
and depend upon the resources of 
the city for amusements mean- 
while. Even the folk who spend 
the entire season away, make flying 
trips to town and find the gayety of 
these places a welcome diversion, 
if they remain for a day or two. 

Dining and dancing above the 
Dusy streets of the city prove & 
pleasant way of passing an evening, 
for vagrant breezes serve to make 
these “gardens” a delightful en- 
vironment, even on the hottest 
nights, And since the evenings are 
long, pleasure begins long before 
Garkness falls, making 8 certain 
type of costume imperative. This, 
then, is the source of the “roof- 
warden” frock that {s more formal 
than afternoon attire, but less for- 
mal than evening apparel. 

A Formal Informality Apparent 

There are occasions, of course, 
when a dinner on the roof ts fol- 
lowed by an event that savors of 
formality, although summer is sup- 
pesed to do away with the formal 
things of winter. Distinctions with- 
out differences are somewhat diff- 
eult to achieve, yet this !s expected 
ef designers in the models they 
make for this purpose. One may 
wo on to dinner, if there is nothing 
scheduled for the evening, in an 
afternoon gown, even dance a bit, 
if Inclined. But the usual after- 
moon frock is not a typical roof- 
garden choice. 

A frock that belongs to the sum- 
mer afternoon is pictured—me lit- 
tle gray silk affair with long sleeves 
and points of fine lace for its trim- 
ming. It embodies many of the 
best features of the summer mode, 

and at the same time keeps fall 
possibilities in mind with its un- 
@ven hemline and just the sus- 
piciton of a flare. No one is quite 
gure what the mode will finally 
decide upon in the matter of the 
silhouette—they’re giving the flared 
skirt a try-out, anyway. 

We can look, even this early, for 
signs of the mode to come, for it 
fa during the height of one season 
that the fundamentals of the sea- 
son to come are decided upon. If 
Madame takes kindly to the flare, 
we may expect it as a basis for 
many fall and winter frocks; if she 
does not, it will disappear. Uncer- 
tainty seems to be the spice of 
fashions, we are no longer sure 
that the straight line silhouette 
will prevail to the exclusion of 
everything else. 

Fabrics Are Light And Sheer 


The formal and the informal 
have a common meeting ground 
when it comes to evening materials, 
and the difference is a matter. of 
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theme, not fabric. So practically 


everything that is used for models 
of the strictest formality is svail- 
able for the type of dress under 
discussion. Chiffon, net, silk, lace 
and satin are possibilities, the one 
exception to the usual rule being 
the really gorgeous metal cloths, 
although they are used for slips 
sometimes. ; 

One expects black, for it is the 
background of every fashion at all 
seasons of the year. It is always 
correct. It can be brightened with 
a flower or with a cleverly arranged 
girdle in color, or it can be worn 
over a slip in some tone that will 
bear repeating in the corsage. It 
is practical, and the woman who 
would dress with variety and at 
the same time keep well within her 
prescribed budget, is never with- 
out a black evening dress. 

The model pictured is unusually 
charming, for it possesses unlim- 
iced possibilities. It is worn, in the 
illustration, over a self-color slip 
that is bound, like the neckline of 
the frock, in color. The hem of the 
slip is scalloped. Now the slip 
might be in the same color as the 
binding, the girdle, too, or there 
might be a shoulder flower or a 
corsage bouquet to identify one 
with the other. Note the tendency, 
on the part of the skirt, to flare! 


Chiffon, The Perfect Material 


More perfect even than Georgette, 
which is, of course, more practical, 
chiffon is the summer material de 
luxe. It is the leader in all day- 
time fashions and extends its sery- 
ice into the evening. Afternoon 
frocks of printed chiffon abound, 
and a gathering out-of-doors. or in. 


resembles a kaleidoscope of colors. 
More than that, every possible de- 
tail of the mode can be found in 
some gown or other, and tne fash- 
ion is responsible for some clever 
accessories. 

The wide-skirted model of white 
chiffon is youth's choice for the 
roof on a torrid summer evening. 
{t could even go on to @& dance 
tinged with formality, but without 
the hat, which is, you wil| notice, 
a hand-painted felt. Vvidth at the 
hem, an uneven hemline, a fitted 
bodice, and raggedy draperies are 
the noticeable features, So far as 
line is concerned. Distinction ts 
added to the model by the brilliants 
that give the skirt a dew-spangled 
effect, and the flower appliques. 

Faintly colored, printed materials 
are seen a-top the city roofs during 
informal evenings, and there are 
some delightful frocks that com- 
bine lace with printed chiffons. 
There are both short and long- 
sleeved lace dresses that are ap- 
proved for this purpose and many 
models in Georgette that are quite 
elegant enough for even a formal 
affair. Net has one disadvantage, 
it is fragile, but so is chiffon, one 
must choose between practicality 
and beauty in this respect. 

Colors Need Not Be Light 

Even with the usual exception of 
black, the colors considered need 
not keep strictly to the pastels and 
lighter tones. There are many com-~ 
pinations favored—black and white, 
black and pink and black and the 
odd shades of blue. Navy is an 
approved color for this purpose, 
and there are many of the tones

The roof garden froch may be 
long of sieeve or sleeveless, but it 
ig never decollete. The round line 
is the preferred choice, although 
its roundness may dip 4 bit in front 
with a suspicion of a V-line. Walist- 
lines vary considerably in their 
placement, which means that one 
may select a line that ls most be- 
coming. The normal line seems to 
be the end and aim of every de- 


signer, but they never quite get 
there, or at any rate, do not stay 
there. 


Lines, as applied to trimming, or, 
we might say, lines of trimming as 
applicd to the dress, grow daily 
more important. It looks now as 
though fall would stress this theme 
even more than spring and winter 
have done. We have accepted the 
diagonal, the horizuntal and the 
vertical, now the spiral appears to 
lend further variety. It may be 
only the belt that takes this trend, 
or it may be tucking, or it may be

Ribbon Appears As A Fabric
